Suicide bombs in Baghdad kill 147, the deadliest attack in more than 2 years

BAGHDAD Two powerful suicide car bombs 
blew up Sunday outside the Justice Ministry 
and city government offices in downtown 
Baghdad, killing at least 147 people in the dead- 
liest attack in more than two years. Iraqi lead- 
ers said the attacks aimed to disrupt political 
progress in the months leading up to January’s 
crucial elections. 

While violence has dropped dramatically in 
the country since the height of the sectarian 
tensions, the latest bombings underscored the 
precarious nature of the security gains and the 
insurgency’s abilities to still pull off devastat- 
ing attacks in the center of what is supposed to 
be one of Baghdad’s most secure areas. 

The street where the blasts occurred had 
been reopened to vehicle traffic just six months 
ago. Shortly after, blast walls were repositioned 
to allow traffic closer to the government build- 
ings. Such changes were touted by Iraq's prime 
minister as a sign safety was returning to the 
city. 

“The perpetrators of these treacherous and 
despicable acts are no longer hiding their objec- 


tive but to the contrary, they publicly declare 
that they are targeting the state ... and aiming 
at blocking the political process, halting it and 
destroying what we have achieved in the last six 
years,” President Jalal Talabani said. President 
Obama condemned the “outrageous attacks,” 
saying they “reveal the hateful and destructive 
agenda of those who would deny the Iraqi peo- 
ple the future that they deserve.” 

Secretary of State Hillary Clinton said the 
“savage” bombings will not succeed in under- 
mining Iraq’s progress toward stability, self- 
reliance and justice based on the rule of law. 
There have been no claims of responsibility so 
far, but massive car bombs have been the hall- 
mark of Sunni insurgents seeking to overthrow 
the country’s Shiite-dominated government. 

Iraqi Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki 
blamed Al Qaeda and members of the deposed 
regime of Saddam Hussein for the blasts aim- 
ing to “block the political process and the elec- 
tions.” 

“The cowardly terrorist acts will not break the 
will of the Iraqi people to continue the political 
process,” al-Maliki said in a statement.

At least 25 staff members 
of the Baghdad Provincial 
Council, which runs the 
city, were killed in the 
bombing, said council 
member Mohammed al- 
Rubaiey. Three American 
contractors were among 
the wounded. The pro- 
vincial council is the 

city government, which 
oversees a broad range 
of city services including 
distribution of food 
ration cards, a holdover 
from Saddam-era sanc- 
tions against Iraq. The 
council also administers 
garbage collection, elec- 
tricity and the distribu- 
tion of fuel for generators 
and is responsible for the 
maintenance of the cities 
schools. 
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Harvard: Lab 
workers poisoned 
by tainted coffee

Six Harvard University medical researchers were poisoned in 
August after drinking coffee that was laced with a chemical 
preservative, according to university officials. 

In an internal memo first reported in the Boston Herald's 
Sunday editions, the school said the coffee came from a machine 
near their lab that later tested positive for sodium azide, a com- 
mon preservative used in labs. 

The six reported symptoms after drinking the coffee Aug. 26, 
ranging from dizziness to ringing in the ears, and one passed 
out. They were treated at Beth Israel Deaconess Medical 
Center and later released. 

The memo, written by Daniel G. Ennis, executive dean for 
administration, and Richard M. Shea, associate dean for physi- 
cal planning and facilities, does not say whether officials believe 
the poisoning was intentional. 

“As always, we are mindful of the need to be diligent about 
laboratory safety and security and the importance of proper 
management of laboratory chemicals,” the memo states. 

“We are in the process of installing additional security cam- 
eras throughout our buildings, and we are strengthening the 
security systems that manage access to the laboratories during 
both normal business hours and off hours,” it goes on to say. 

The researchers, who include staff and students, all work in 
the Harvard Medical School's pathology department in its new 
Boston research building. They were using mice to investigate 
how diseases interact with the immune system.

Your chances of receiving a parking ticket in Chicago 
have shot up since earlier this year. 

A ticketing blitz in the city has led to a 26 per- 
cent spike in parking meter violations so far in 2009, 
according to city records provided to the Tribune in 
response to a Freedom of Information Act request. 

The area in and near the Loop accounted for half 
the increase in tickets. 

The stepped-up enforcement contributed to a 
$7 million year-over-year increase in parking ticket 
revenue, which totaled $119.2 million from January 
through August, the Chicago Department of 
Revenue reported. 

Fines assessed from tickets go to the city’s nearly 
depleted general fund. Revenue collected from a 
four-fold increase in parking rates this year is kept 
by Chicago Parking Meters LLC, which paid the 
city $1.15 billion as part of a 75-year lease to manage 
on-street parking.

“I’ve been crying since day one,” said 
Amanda Wendorff, a co-organizer of the 
fundraiser. “When it’s a child, it just touches 
a community.” 


Wendorff, the wife of a Clay County 


Sheriff’s deputy, has four children of her own. 
She urged people at the carnival to be on the 
lookout for anyone suspicious—underscor- 
ing the fear that is running deep in the com- 
munity. 

Meanwhile, detectives from local, state 
and federal law enforcement agencies are 
combing through tips: more than 1,150 calls 
from people around the U.S. have poured in 
regarding the little girl. 

So far, no one has come forward to say 
they saw the girl abducted or attacked. 
Investigators have ruled out all 161 registered 
sex offenders who lived within a 5-mile radius 
of Somer’s home.

Former Bear Benson 
haunts his old team 
in ugly road blowout

CINCINNATI Cedric Benson smiled as he greeted his 
old Bears teammates and coaches at midfield, warmly 
pumping their hands or wrapping a beefy arm around 
their shoulder pads for a hug. 

No need to rub it in. Everyone knew what he’d just 
done. 

He got his revenge, all right. 

Benson ran for a career-high 189 yards and a touch- 
down against the team that let him go, and Carson 
Palmer threw five touchdown passes—four during 
Cincinnati’s dominant first half—in a shocking 45-10 
victory Sunday that will go down as one of the worst 
days in Bears history. 

“Everybody knew it was going to be an emotional 
day,” said Benson, who spent two turmoil-filled sea- 
sons in Chicago. “Everybody knew. What a wonderful 
day and a wonderful thing, to go out there and strut 
your stuff.” 

All around, there was strut in their stride. 

The Bengals improved to 5-2 for the first time since 
2005, when a fast-strike offense got them to the play- 
offs. There was a strong resemblance in the first half, 
when Cincinnati scored on all five possessions and 
went up 31-0. 

It tied for the third-most points the Bears (3-3) have 
allowed in an opening half. 

In that half alone, Chad Ochocinco had 103 yards 
receiving and Benson had 98 yards rushing as the 
Bears gave up more points than they had in any game 
all season. Palmer finished 20 of 24 for 233 yards, and 
his five TD passes were one shy of a career high. 

“I don’t understand why it went this way today 
and why it didn’t go that way last week or the week 
before that,” said Ochocinco, who had 10 catches for 
118 yards and two touchdowns. “The offensive line

NEW STUDY CHARTS CITY’S TICS BASED ON NEIGHBORHOODS

While Chicago’s crosstown rivalry often displays itself in the 
world of sports, the split may run deeper than visceral attach- 
ments to the Cubbies or the Sox. 

According to newly developed personality maps, the Windy 
City is balkanized on a whole different level. People who view 
themselves as extroverted and agreeable tend to cluster on the 
South Side, while more experimental types with neurotic ten- 
dencies are living to the north and along the lake, the maps indi- 
cate. 

A sort of Bill Veeck vs. Woody Allen divide. “It always amaz- 


es me how patterns start to happen,” said Kevin Stolarick, the 
University of Toronto researcher who crunched data from an 
online personality testing site to create the maps. 

The site, outofservice.com/bigfive is still running. Its 45-ques- 
tion survey allows people to assess themselves in terms of five 
basic personality traits: extroversion, agreeableness, openness to 
experience, neurosis and conscientiousness. 

Stolarick used data from 2,540 Chicagoans who took the test 
between February 2006 and February 2008, a subset of the nearly 
560,367 who took the test nationwide in that period and supplied 
their postal codes. 
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Based on responses about their personality types from 2,540 
Chicagoans, researchers at the University of Toronto were able 
to map the different personalities across the city based on 
respondents’ zip codes. The key shows the highest and lowest 
concentrations of residents with the following personalities.

If it’s any consolation to cool-cookie North Siders, the 
national data indicated the central U.S., as a whole, tends to be 
more outgoing and agreeable than the rest of the country. The 
nationwide findings are included in a book, “Who’s Your City,” 
by Richard Florida, who is Stolarick’s boss at the university’s 
Martin Prosperity Institute. 

But people in the Southern states view themselves as particu- 
larly gregarious, and the historic migration of Southern blacks
